Premier Enunciates Principle to 


Govern Writers And News 
Distributors 


TELL THE TRUTH 


To His Way of Looking There is| 


Only One Motto Editor Need 
Bother About 


OTTAWA, Aug. 5. — (Canadian 
Press).—Speaking before a gather- 
ing which included His Excellency the 
fovernor-general, members of the 
government and of parliament, dele- 
gates to the Imperial Press confer- 
ence from the four cornera of the 
empire, and others prominent in the 
life of the Dominion, Premier Arthur 
Meighen tonight enuneljated the prin- 
ciple which, in his opinion, should 
fovern the writers and distributors of 
news. 

“The distribution of news is now 
the greatest trust In the whole body 
democratic,” he declared, “The op- 
portunities for good are infinite, the 
possibilitiies of mischief are just a. 
vast. In my wey of looking at it, 
there is only one motto an editor need 
to bother much about and that Is to 
tell the truth. For a good "mews- 
paperman 1 think there is only one 
proverb ‘the truth shall make you 
free." 

Mr. Meighen explained to the gath- 
ering that there were a number of 
ways In which newspapermen might 
fai) to live up to the spirit of this prin- 
ciple. Misstatements might be made, 
under-statements or overstatements 
published, ‘but the favorite method, 
he declared was the half-truth. Cer- 
tain fact were torn from other facts 
of possibly greater importance and 
featured, with the result that a wrong 
impression was made on the public 
mind, He made g plea for a fair anu 
just presentation of facts by the news- 
papers, declaring that they hal a 
work to perform which was of as vital 
concern to the community as govern- 
ment itself. 

Asks Support for Leaguc of Nations 

The prime minister asked support 
for the League of Nations. 

“Lets lay hold on every instrument 
and organization which makes for 
peace and give it our help,’ he said 
“Let ug encourage the League of Na- 
tions. Canada intends to do her 
full part in the work of making it 
succeed,” 

He sald that there never was such 
overwhelming necessity as now to di- 
rect the currents of British publ‘v 
opinion and expression towards the 
end of peace and good will among 
men, as there was today. 

‘Mer. Meighen's speech was made ai 
the official dinner tendered by the 
government to members of the Iin- 
perial Press conference, at which tne 
governor-general presided. He took 
advantage of the toast “Our guests,” 
to direct the attention of the gaiter- 
ing to his views, and gave the dele- 
gates a hearty welcome to the Dom 
ten. Lord Burnham, president of 
the Empire Press union, responded 
to the toast, and remarked that news- 
paper men “‘diyided the loaves of truth 
among them, spreading them wth 
their own particular brand of buiter 
He emphasized the importance of ¢o- 
operation between the various pais 
of 'the empire, and also between 30% 
ernments and press. The press, he 
said, would do all in its power to s5- 
sist in arriving at a solution of the 
grave problems of the day. 

Adequate Wireless Services 

The provision of adequate wireless 
services, throughout the empire was 
urged in a resolution adopted by the 
Imperial Press confererice at the close 
of its first day's session. The re- 
solution, which was proposed by F. 
Crosbie Rolles, chairman of the Asia 
and Near Hast delegation and hon- 
orary secretary of the Empire Press 
union, reads as follows: 

“This conference is strongly of the 


opinion that the principles should be | 


at once established for providing th» 
British Empire and the world with ad- 
vantages of wireless telegraphy and 
telephonic communications ,and it 
urgently requests the governments of 
the empire to secure by public or 
private enterprise at an early date, 
adequate wireless services throughout 
the empire.” 

When the conference had been of- 
ficially declared opened by His Ex- 
cellency, the governor-general, and 
speeches of welcome had been made 
by Premier, the Hon. Arthur Meighen, 
and Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King, lead- 
er of the opposition, discussion was 
entered into on the principal resolu- 
tion on the agenda relating to cable 
rates and facilities. After several 
hours debate, consideration of the re- 
solution was postponed until tomor- 
row to permit of its being re-framed 
to include corrections and alternatives 
brought out during the discussion, 

Right Honoreble Viscount Burnham 
chairman of the British delegation, 
was elected chairman of the confer- 
ence which will continue in Ottawa 
unti] Saturday afternoon.

ITAONDON, Aug. 5.—(Canadian 
Associated Press).—The commons 
today gave second reading to the 
Irish crimes bill, to ensure the 
progress of which a special guillo- 
tine resolution was adopted, 


LONDON, Aug. 5.—After a debate 
which developed great heat and per- 
sonal egene between Lloyd George and 
Herbert H. Asquith, the government 
at eleven o'clock tonight defeated the 
motion of John Robert Clynes, (Lav- 
orite), for rejection of the new Irish 
crimes bill, and the measure pissed 
second reading by a vote of 289 to 71. 
The voting was carried out under a 
motion moved in the house ear'y to 
day by Andrew Bonar Law, providing 
for passage of the bill by six o'clock 
tomorrow evening. 

Starts Angry Duel 

At the very opening of the debate 
the days of Parnell were resalied. 
Mr. Asquith started an angry fuel 
with the premier by declaring the sit- 
uation in Ireland needed Cro.n sellian 
treatment, but that he could see nv 
Cromwell in the governaicn’. 

The premier retorted by describing 
Mr. Asquith as Cromwell when he was 
in power. 

Sir Hamar Greenwood, chief secre- 
tary for Ireland, opened the discus- 
sion by explaining that it was not in- 
tended for the bill to supersea: the 
ordinary courts, it would only apply io 
disturbed areas at the diseretioy, of 
the Irish government and wo1i.d nc* 
be operated in a revengeful spirit. 

Asquith Blames Government 

Mr, Asquith then epoke, blaming the 
government for the present position 
in Ireland. This met with angry 
cries of dissent. He declared he was 
not scared. ‘by the spost-e of an Irish 
republic, because he believel to con- 
cede dominion home rule to Ireland 
would cause the cry for a republic to 
dwindle away. 

The premier in his speech said: 
“British statesmen were willing to give 
Irefand self-determination.”

A plebiscite of all medical men in 
the province, to obtain answers to the 
above four questions, has been pro- 
posed by prominent members of the 
profession. Of a certain fixed propor- 
tion of the doctors should sign a peti- 
tlon asking for the plebiscite it will be 
the duty of tho executive of the Alber- 
ta Medical association to submit it 
and if any of the questions should be 
answered affirmatively by two-thirds 
of the doctors in practice in the pro- 
vince the decision will be taken as a 
rule of professional conduct. The tak- 
ing of the plebiscite and tho accept- 
ance of ite decision upon any question 
affecting the profession are provided 
for in the constitution of the medical 
association. According to information 
received no definite action has as yct 
been determined upon and waether 
the plebiscite shall be taken or not

It is also proposed to take a plebis- 
cite to ascertain whether members fa. 
vor the contribution of a sum not ex- 
ceeding $1000 annually for a medical

All of these proposed plebiscites are 
subject to the condition that petitions 
containing a sufficiently large number 
of signatures are presented to the 
executive. In medical circles in the 
city widespread interest ‘aaa been 
aroused by the proposals, and similar- 
ly in other parts of the prevince. 
Whether action will be taken the next 
few weeks will disclose. A two-thirds 
majority will be required in each and 
every case to make the decisions bind. 
ing in a professional sense upon tae 
medical men practicing in Alberta. 

New Prescription Forms 

Doctors receiving their prescription 
forms for the month of August have 
been surprised to note a change in the 
form which will make it much more 
difficult to trace any prescriptions 
which the doctors may write than has 
been the ease in the past. Formerly 
all forms havo been provided with 
jstubs, on which the medical man must 
make a record of each prescription 
given. At the end of tne month the 
doctor was required to forward to tho 
attorney general's depariment his 
stub book, containing any forms 
which may not have been used. By 
this means it has been possible to 
keep an absolute check on every pres- 
cription. Tals month, however, a new 
form has been prinied with no place 
for stub records and no instructions 
to return unused forms are. given. 
Thus, in the opinion of many medical 
ijmen who are anxious to do every- 
| thing possible to ensure absolute com- 
| pliance with the law, one of the 
| caecks on abuse of the doctors’ privil- 
ego is removed.

net and Sir James Lougheed, minister 
of the fnterior, but nothing in the 
nature of a definite agreement on the 
Problem was arrived at. 

Although the conference was wide- 


ly heralded in the south Sir James/| 


Lougheed came to Edmonton without 
any definite proposal to place before 


Premier Stewart and other members| 


of the provincial government, seck- 
ing more information on the subject 
as a matter of fact. It appears he 
was not even aware previously that 
Hon. Arthur Meighen, now premier, 
had made certain indirect offers to the 


Alberta governmen some months ago | 


intimating that general bonds of the 
province might be taken by tho feder- 
al government if the irrigation project 
debontures were purchased by the pro- 
vince, 
Province Won't Be the Goat. 

Premier Stewart stated emphatical- 
ly to the minister of the Interior that 
the provincial government would cer- 
tainly not entertain such a proposal! as 


this, nor would the irrigation bonds! 


be fully guaranteed by the province. At 
the last session of the legislature the 
government was empowered to guar- 
antes up to two year’s interest pay- 


ments of the bonds of the Lethbridge | 


Northern project, which would now 
amount to over $600,000 with the in- 
terest rate fixed at 7 per cent. on 30 
year debentures. 

Sir James, after having completed 
a tour of the districts proposed to be 
incorporated in the Lethbridge Nor- 
thern; noting the damage resulting 
from the severe wind storms of last 
Juno, and attending the irrigation 
congress at Lethbridge, expressed him- 
self as impressed with the necessity 
of irrigation and the need of more gov- 
ernment eupport in the project. How- 
ever he was plainly told by Premier 
Stewart that the Alberta government 
refused to bo constantly placed in the 
position of apparently blocking the 
scheme and of having to shoulder the 
responsibility. ‘The premier pointed 
out that the federal government also 
had a responsibility and it was useless, 
to expect the province to entirely 
guarantee the whole project or to pur- 
chase the irrigation bonds and give 
the Dominion general debentures of 
the province instead. 

Up to'Ottawa Again. 

As a result of the interview, Hon. C. 
R. Mitchell and Hon. A. J. Mclean 
being present with Premier Stewart 
to represent the provincial govern- 
ment, Sir James Lougheed said he 
would return to Ottawa and place the 
entire scheme again before the feder- 
al cabinet with the object of formu- 
lating some plan of co-operation eith- 
er with the irrigation districts, or 
with the provincia! government, or | 


The Lethbridge Northern bonds have 
not yet been placed on the market but | 
the issue will likely be ready in a 
short time, the ratification of the 7 
per cent., 30-year bonds being agreed 
upon by Hon. C. R. Mitchell and the 
irrigation district officials.

| They Beat the World. | 


The ideal of the Russion rev- 
olution was the “‘dictatorship of 
the proletariat.’? Those who had 
nothing were to govern those 
who had anything. This was not 
to result in property changing 
owners. Uuder the new dispen- 
sation the result was to be that 
the state would own everything, 
and so nobody would own any- 
thing, 

The revolution has been a stu- 
pendous success, so far as ‘‘dic- 
tatorship’’ is concerned. The 
world never saw such a tyranny 
as that which now rules in Mos- 
cow. It has been in control for 
nearly two full years. Surely 
by this time the millenium has 
had time to dawn in Russia. 

The world is aware that the 
government of Russia is conduct- 
ing negotiations with that of 
Great Britain with a view to re- 
suming trade relations. Russia is 
a vast country with great variety 
of resources, and should be self- 
sustaining, especially under a 
supposedly self sufficient system 
of government such as that of 
the present dictatorship. The 
fact that it wants to trade with 
the outside world is evidence 
that its resources are not being 
adequately utilized; that its self 


) sufficiency has broken down. 


A desire to trade means a will- 
ingness to give in order to get. 
Russia wants manufactures and 
is willing to trade for them. 
That is passing strange consid- 


ering ‘that the revolution was 
staged by the artizans of the 
cities. ‘Phe result of their get- 


ting control is that the country 
must now go outside to purchase 
what ‘they formerly supplied. 

And what has Russia to offer 
in trade? At first there were 
stories of vast hoards of gold. 
These were as illusory as the 
Russian legions that were to 
come out of Arctic ports and 
overwhelm Germany on the west 
front, in the early part of the| 
war, Then there were vast stores 
of wheat, that were to bring 
down the price of bread in west- 
ern Europe. The fact that Rus- 
sii itself was starving ‘seemed to 
effectually contradict that theory. 
Sut still the negotiations are in 
progress. What, then, is it that 
Russia has to offer for manufac- 
tures, the result of the skill and 
industry of the ‘‘wage slaves’’ of 
England, ground down by their 
capitalist masters? 

The Manchester Guardian of 
July 15th explains the mystery. 
Itussia has value, and vast value, 
to give in the shape of conces- 
sions. Concessions of timber, of 
coal, of iron, of copper, of oil, of 
salt, of graphite, of oil shale. 
The Guardian, which by reason 
of being pro-bolshevik, has been 
able to keep a special correspon- 
dent in Russia during recent 
months, has first hand informa- 
tion which it publishes in detail 
for the benefit of its readers, It 
gives location and area of the 
various concessions, and supports| 
the printed descriptions by a 
map upon which they are mark- 
ed. There is no question as ‘to! 
the genuineness of the Guard-| 
ian’s information, Its introduc- 
tion to the detailed report of its 
vorrespondent is as fallows: 


When in Russia in March and 
April of this year our correspon- 
dent made inquiries into the ob- 
ject and nature of the concessions

There is a perfectly clear under- 
standing in Russia that this means 
far more to a Socialist than to a 
capitalist Government, involving as 
it does the recognition of the right 
to private property, the right to the 
means of production, and the frank- 
ing of the products of the conces- 
sionaires from every kind of re- 
quisition. The stronger opponents 
of the Government plans say that it 
will create a new privileged class of 
foreigners, and that it §; the begin- 
ning of the end of the Socialiat ex- 
periment in Russia. Toa, that the 
Government reply that unleas trans- 
port is saved, and industry once 
more made possible, everything else 
goes by the board, and that any 
concessions ere justifiable which 
will lead to the restoration of Rus- 
sia's railways, and so of her in- 
dustry, to a satisfactory condition. 
They say further that there is no 
other way whereby Russia can make 
6ure of receiving from abroad the 
engines, wagons, w machinery, 
ana,eo forth for Want:of which 
she !s slowly dying. 

Finally, ‘they say that the conces- 
sions offered as payment for these 
goods will] not ‘be unconditional. 
_The concesstonaire will be free 
to export abroad the products of his 
\enterprise, but the surplus that he 
does not export must be distributed 
through the Government organiza- 
tions, and not by any system of 
direct free trade between the con- 
cessionaire and Russians inside Rus- 
sia. The concessionaire will have 
to observe the Russian code of labor 
laws, sanitary rules, rules for safe- 
guarding labor, as well as the laws 
regarding the preservation of fish- 
eries, mineral, forest, and other re- 
sources, In other words, neither 
the Russian workman nor Russia is 
to be destructively exploited. At 
the end of the period for which the 
concession is given the con- 
cessionaire is bound to hand 
over the enterprise in going order. 
In the case of enormous areas, it 
ie suggested that they should be. 
divided in squares as Om a@ ghess- 
board, giving the dark squares to 
foreign concessionaires and reserv- 
ing the white squares for Russia 
herself, thereby preventing the 
dangerous formation of a State 
‘within a State. In general, con- 
cessions are to be given on the per- 
iphery of the republic, near the 
frontiers over which the products 
are to be exported. It is, however, 
also proposed to grant ‘combined 
concessions in the interior, "with 
a view to binding the intereste of 
the concessionaire with those of 
Russia in the improvement of ways 
of communication, the building of 
railways, canals, electrification, &.”

sia wants now. There is no doubt 
that the offers made are being 
favorably considered in England. 
The ‘‘woollionaires’’ and cotton 
lords whose mouthpiece the 
Guardian is are evidently anxi- 
ous for the treaty. And well 
they may be. Never in all the 
world’s history was ever opper- 
tunity of so stupendous a char- 
acter placed within reach of men 
in a financial position to take ad- 
vantage of it. The grants made 
to their parasites by the tyrant 
kings of the middle ages were 
at best genteel poverty as com- 
pared with tke riches that: Lenine 
and Trotsky are offering for the 
exploitation of the ‘‘capitalists’’ 
of Leeds and Manchester. 

Surely, these two are the prize 
jokers of the world. At their 
suggestion the workers of Russia 
destroyed capital and capitalists 
as a means of making themselves 
free, happy and prosperous. In- 
stead they are starving under a 
tyranny worse than the worst of 
the Czars ever dreamed of. Na- 
tive capital has been destroyed, 
now foreign capital is being in- 
vited to come in and exploit the 
resources of the country; beyond 
doubt with the offer of forced 
labor at fixed wages. 

It was bad enough that the 
dictatorship should have reduced 
the workers of the nation to serf- 
dom such as the Czars abolished 
decades ago. But it is worse 
that having done so they should 
offer that labor to foreign cap- 
ital to enable it to ‘‘pick the eyes 
out of the country’’ by working 
selected concessions. Having 


capital to the workers of the 
world, Lenine, Trotsky & Co. 
now swing to the other side and 
offer capital the wealth and la- 
bor of Russia as the price of peace 
to Russia and to the world. 

Of course there is ‘the alterna- 
tive idea that they are merely 
using the offer of these conces- 
sions as a bait to hold back Brit- 
ish intervention on behalf of Po- 
land, and have no intention of 
really giving effect to such a 
treaty. Their intentions are only 
known to themselves, But it is 
obvious from the views express- 
ed by The Guardian that the 
offer of the concessions has had 
an important effect in starting 
an influential propaganda in 
England in favor of peace with 
Russia at any price,

The wording of the press dis- 
patch above quoted is so framed 
as to imply that the responsibility 
for providing irrigation is on the 
province, when as a matter of fact 
it is on tie Dominion, The Domin- 
ion government evidently intends 
to use its controlled press for the 
purpose of unloading upon the 
province its responsibilities re- 
garding irrigation. The province 
does not own the water to be used 
in irrigation. It does not own the 
land to be irrigated. The Dominion 
does own the water and also owns 
any part of the land that it has not 
disposed of-to private individuals, 
cither for cash or for other valu- 
able consideration. By no possible 
process of reasoning can the duty 
of putting the water that is owned 
by the Dominion upon the land 
that is owned by the Dominion, or 
for which the Dominion was paid, 
be.placed upon the government of 
the province, that today must get 
a permit from the Dominion to use 
water for provincial or civie pur- 
poses and that does not now and 
never did own the land. But if the 
Dominion government through its 
controlled press and _ controlled 
public men can work up a big 
enough ‘‘holler’’ amongst the citi- 
zens of Alberta who are affected 
directly or indirectly, they will 
compel the provincial government 
to shoulder the burden. 

In the process of working up 
the ‘‘holler’’ they cause to be 
given out the idea that by means 
of irrigation the whole dry area of | 
the South can be ensured against 
crop failure. As a matter of fact 
the area that it is possible to irri- 
gate efficiently because of the

In the first place the residents 
of certain townships in an area 
north of the city of Lethbridge 
petitioned the provincial legisla- 
ture for authority to form an ir- 
rigation district, with corporate 
powers 'to make arrangements with 
the Dominion regarding the use of 
water and to meet costs by bor- 
rowing money on debenture and 
levying taxation. to pay interest. 
The legislation was passed. In 
passing the legislation the prov- 
ince had discharged its full re- 
sponsibility im the matter, 

The next step was to raise 
money by sale of the debentures. 
It was found that the debentures 
would not sell at a suitable price 
without a supporting guarantee by 
the province or the Dominion, The 
Dominion government declined to 
give the guarantee and suggested 
that the province should take the 
responsibility. This the proviner 
has declined to do. It is to compel 
the province to do this that the 
present publicity campaign has 
been put on. The Dominion gov- 
ernment which maintains an irri- 
gation office in Calgary for the 
ostensible purpose of directing 
irrigation matters in the South 
country, and that only at last ses- 
sion of parliament passed an 
amendment to the irrigation act 
to take to itself the last vestige of 
private ownership of water in the 
prairie west, expressed its willing- 
ness to make the necessary sur- 
veys, but nothing more, 

: The South country needs irriga- 
tion. There is,only enough water 
to irrigate a small part of the 
whole. In order that the largest 
amount of water may be used to 
benefit the greatest possible area 
of land the work of irrigation 
should be undertaken purely as a 
Dominion project. This has been 
the intention, expressed or im- 
plied, ever since irrigation surveys 
were begun by the Dominion 30} 
years ago. The Dominion govern-|

° Text of the Statute | 

This statute provided that every 
person, company or corporation oper-
